In localities where these anim als 
have bred in the wild state to such an j 
extent as to become an agricultural 
nuisance they have been killed in 
great numbers and their meat used iii 
canning. Large shipments are annual­ 
ly made from California. Colorado, and 
other western states where the jack­ 
rabbit has multiplied In large num­ 
bers. 
Perhaps the most serious Injury is 
done by rabbits in gnawing the bark 
of unprotected fruit trees in winter. 
When other food Is scarce rabbits may 
destroy whole orchards by girdling 
the trees. Various methods have been 
adopted for the extermination of rab­ 
bits in such localities, and for the pro­ 
tection of fruit trees against their at­ 
tacks. 
The methods employed for this pur 
pose include hunting with firearms or 
with ferrets, trapping, and 
driving 
into corrals by means of regularly or­ 
ganized parties of mounted hunters. 
The attempt to destroy rabbits by 
spreading contagious disease 
among 
them has thus far not proven very 
successful. 
The use of poisons, such 
as strychnine and phosphorus, has cer­ 
tain disadvantages, on account of the 
fact that the Jack rabbits do not bur­ 
row', and consequently 
the 
poisons 
must be scattered on the surface of 
the ground and be a source of danger 
to other animals. 
Tho protection of fruit trees and 
vineyards against rabbits may be ac­ 
complished by means of rabbit-proof 
fences mpde of woven wire, or by spe­ 
cial protection for each tree or vine.

The railroads maintain 
that 
the 
employment of such additional men 
will not result In improvement to the 
service, and insist there is no pro­ 
cess. economic or otherwise, that will 
provide payment for the additional 
men without 
the 
cost 
eventually 
reaching you—“the ultimate consum­ 
e r’’—either through an 
increase 
in 
freight and passenger rates, or a re­ 
duction in the efficiency of the ser­ 
vice. 
The public is entitled to adequate 
and efficient freight and passenger 
service, and is, therefore, vitally in­ 
terested in the improvement of the 
railroad facilities of the state. 
If this bill becomes a law, the rail­ 
roads of Missouri will be required to 
employ approximately 500 additional 
brakemen ,at an expense 
of 
more 
than $500,000 a year, which, if capi­ 
talized on a 5 per cent basis, would 
amount to ten millions of dollars— 
an economic waste, contrary to good 
business. 
The railroads 
propose 
to 
avail 
themselves of the referendum, and 
ask that you sign the petition, that 
this question may be placed before 
the people at the next general elec­ 
tion, that the voters of the state may 
act as arbitrators.

This Year’s Chickens. 


IT you want eggs next winter, you 
must get some of this year’s chickens 
hatched mighty soon. 
This is the 
most important consideration In get­ 
ting winter eggs. 
Get the 
pullets 
hatched early, keep them growing as 
fast as is safe, 
them into their 
winter quarters before snow flies next 
fall, and you will have no trouble get­ 
ting the eggs from your flock while 
most of your neighbors ar© paying five 
cents apiece for theirs. 
Of course there are a number of oth­ 
er things that are of prime importance 
in securing a satisfactory number of 
eggs during the off season, but the 
one great essential feature is early 
hatching. 
With some breeds of chick­ 
ens the middle of February is none too 
early for the first hatches, and Ply­ 
mouth Rocks hatched then will often 
begin to lay early in August, and will 
lay right through the winter without 
skipping. 
The smaller breeds can 
come along in March and early in 


j ter. 
They molt late in the fall and 
are not in full feather before 
cold 
weather comes on. 
Getting, as they

The function of vines and climbing 
plants in landscape art is to screen 
and soften mechanical features, to hide 
unsightly objects, to blend together 
into a harmonious whole, various dis­ 
cordant elements. 
Varieties are a m atter of taste, and 
if you w ill leave to your wife the ques­ 
tion of proper location for vines, you 
will not go far wrong, from an ar­ 
tistic standpoint. 
The truth is that 
good vines are almost always in har­ 
mony, no m atter 
where 
they 
are 
placed. 
Use them freely where you 
have a bare place. 
Many an untidy fence can be made 
into a bower of delight by properly 
placed vines. The honeysuckles, T*’ood- 
bine from the deep woods. Kudzu vine, 
wild grape, clematis paniculata, and 
many others, can be secured at a tri­ 
fling expense, grow' quickly, and are 
hardy. 
In the more southern states, Smith’s 
hybrid moon-vine is particularly de­ 
lightful. 
The jewel of porch climbers Is the 
Jackmanii type of clematis. 
White, 
lavander and pink, the blossoms come 
in 
reckless 
profusion, and 
if 
you 
are careful to get strong pot-grown 
plants, plant them in a rich. deep 
earth, without 
disturbing 
tho roots, 
and do your transplanting about June 
I, you w ill almost certainly succeed. 
Be sure to plant in a sunny spot, 
where water from the eaves will not 
compact the earth. 
W ater well until 
the plant gets a good start. 
A fast growing, pleasant vine for the 


new* porch la the Japanese Ivy. 
A 
few plants put in the soil alongside the 
porch in the sun will rapidly spread 
by way of the roots, and will form a 
thick, fragrant curtain of light green, 
clear to the top of the porch by the 
middle of summer. 
Thi3 
plant 
in­ 
creases so rapidly that one must be 
careful to prevent its crowding out 
other less aggressive neighbors. 
Scarlet runner beans are a great fa­ 
vorite in northern climes for yearly 
planting, as are the wild cucumbers 
with thetr tracery leaves and tendrils 
and their cool prickly fruit pods. 
Of course where climbing roses can 
be successfully grown, there is abso­ 
lutely nothing to compare with them 
in their gorgeous magnificence. They 
call for the same soil conditions and 
care as bush roses, but they are less 
hardy as a rule in the inland and 
northern states. 
In the eastern states and anywhere 
that cool, moist summer and even 
winter temperature prevails, the Eng­ 
lish Ivy grows in profusion. 
Nothing 
can be more satisfactory, particularly 
in connection with stone 
or 
brick 
structures of massive appearance. 
It 
seems to live forever in hospitable 
environments, and it will frequently 
cover an entire house, even to the 
chimney top. It is well to prevent it 
from covering wooden surfaces, how­ 
ever, as its thick foliage holds moist­ 
ure and hastens the decay of tho 
w ood, the rusting of nails, etc. 
Many ways of supporting vines are 
used, from strings to graceful wooden 
trellises. Chicken wire may be used to 
advantage, and will last a number cf 
years.
